REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 
To  the  Council  of  the  County  Borough  of  Doncaster. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1966. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  during  the  year  was 
mostly  satisfactory,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  vital  statistics 
reproduced  in  this  report.  The  various  rates  show  little  change 
in  1966  from  previous  years.  The  most  tragic  of  those  recorded 
is  that  of  one  maternal  death.  Of  concern  too  is  the  high 
mortality  rates  of  infants,  including  the  perinatal  mortality  rate 
as  compared  with  England  and  Wales. 

I would  draw  particular  attention  to  the  unnecessary 
deaths  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents,  all  other  accidents,  and 
suicide,  which  occurred  in  Doncaster  and  reached  the  incredible 
total  of  68  in  number  in  this  town. 

Another  condition  which  this  year  showed  a big  increase 
was  the  nimiber  of  deaths  from  leukaemia  idiich  increased  from 
3 to  10. 


Amongst  the  infectious  diseases  will  be  noted  a veiy 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  all 
cases  being  notified  as  having  occurred  in  hospital  practice. 

The  definition  of  puerperal  pyrexia  is  any  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a woman  in  whom  a temperature  of  100. 4°?*  or  more 
has  occurred  within  14  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage. 

Due  to  the  assiduity  of  the  staff  each  case  showing  a spike  of 
temperature  was  notified.  In  the  majority  of  these  cases  this 
pyrexia  was  very  transient  and  no  delirious  condition  developed. 
With  the  early  exhibition  of  antibiotics,  infection  was  quickly 
controlled  and  no  cause  of  the  pyrexia  definitely  ascertained. 

The  manner  in  which  various  infectious  diseases  are 
controlled  by  vaccination  and  immimisation  bears  testimony  to  the 
efficacy  of  these  measures.  The  importance  however  of  large 
numbers  being  protected  is  of  considerable  significance.  The 
poor  percentage  of  children  protected  against  some  diseases 
shovm  in  the  statistical  section  may  be  looked  upon  in  another 
way,  namely,  the  ever  increasing  size  of  the  ootential  for  an 
outbreak  of  disease.  As  in  other  spheres  there  is  safety  in 
numbers  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  protect  susceptible 
children.

Midvafery 

Service 

This  year  the  number  of  home  confinements  fell  again 
although  early  discharges  continued  to  occupy  a fair  proportion 
of  the  raidwives'  time.  The  trend  towards  hospital  confinement 

will  continue  to  grow  and  District  lildv^ives  will  eventually 
become  redimdant.

In  so  far  as  antenatal  care  is  concerned  a progressive 
step  was  taken  in  Ilarch  by  attaching  one  midwife  to  a general 
practice,  and  I can  report  that  this  v;orked  x>rell  and  to  the 
patients  ' benefit  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year.

Young 

Children 

The  Authority's  own  Daily  Minder  Scheme  v/hich  was 
instituted  following  the  closiire  of  the  day  nursery  continues 
to  make  steady  demands  upon  the  services.  Periodically 

advertisements  are  inserted  in  the  local  papers  for  minders 
and  due  to  the  good  services  of  the  ladies  in  Doncaster  no 
difficulty  has  been  e:xperienced  in  finding  suitable  minders. 

In  so  far  as  private  child  minding  is  concerned 
there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  1 registered  minder  and 

2 registered  premises.  One  registered  premise  closed  in  the 

early  part  of  the  year  because  of  lack  of  support. 

To  further  the  idea  of  making  a unified  child  health 
service  and  to  facilitate  the  exchange  of  information,  during 
the  year  an  official  exchange  of  doctors  in  the  paediatric 
service  occurred.  Hospital  doctors  attended  local  authority 

child  health  clinics  and  local  authority  doctors  attended  the 
hospital  paediatric  outpatients'  department. 

Health 

Visiting 

From  November  1964  a trial  scheme  of  health  visitor/ 
general  practitioner  attachment  was  undertaken,  which  was 
also  very  successful,  two  further  groups  of  general 
practitioners  requesting  the  attachment  of  staff  to  their 
practices.  The  main  difficulties  in  developing  this  type  of 

working  relationship  are  the  overlapping  of  practices  and 
the  need  for  attached  staff  to  be  car  drivers  and  granted  a 
car  allowance. 

Dental 

Service 

I would  like  to  draw  attention  again  to  the  poor 
number  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  who  take  advantage 
of  the  dental  clinic.  Only  146  children  under  5 undertook 

a course  of  treatment.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  those  who 

do  require  treatment  attend  their  own  general  dental 
practitioners.  Unfortunately  one  is  not  led  to  believe  this 

is  the  case  because  in  the  School  Medical  Services  Annual 

Report  the  number  of  decayed,  missing  and  filled  teeth  at 
age  5 indicates  a poor  standard  of  dental  hygiene  at  that  age. 

District 

Nursing 

The  biorden  of  care  for  the  elderly  in  the  community 
falls  heavily  on  the  District  Nursing  Service  and  proves  a 
growing  one.  As  an  adjunct  to  nursing  care,  the  Ministry 

commended  to  all  local  health  authorities  the  need  to  provide 
incontinence  pads  to  an  extent  to  which  ensures  that  they 
are  made  available  to  all  those  to  whom  they  can  be  of 
benefit  and  pointed  out  that  some  people  who  are  incontinent 
by  day  but  are  not  confined  to  bed  need  protective  clothing 
in  the  form  of  waterproof  pants  which  have  disposable  linings. 
The  Mnistry  wishes  to  commend  to  aU  local  health  authorities 
the  provision  of  such  clothing  to  people  who  can  benefit  from 
it  and  not  to  restrict  the  provision  of  such  clothing  to 
people  who  are  also  receiving  home  nursing. 
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To  underline  the  growing  concern  over  the  care  acquired  by 
the  young  chronic  sick  people  in  the  area,  the  Queen *s  Institute  of 
District  Nursing  arranged  a one  day  area  conference  on  this  subject 
during  the  year  at  which  I acted  as  Chairman^  The  interest  in 
this  meeting  was  instanced  by  the  fact  that  over  a hundred 
individuals  attended.

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  at  this  point  that  a further 
development  in  the  care  of  the  elderly  was  the  establishment  of  a 
Geriatric  Advisory  Committee  whose  chairman  is  the  Consultant 
Geriatrician  for  the  Doncaster  Hospitals.  The  first  meeting  was 
held  in  May,  and  by  12th  October  a new  Geriatric  Hospital  was  opened 
at  Tiekhill  Road  Hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  catered  for  by  the  Ambulance  Service 
also  continues  to  increase,  not  only  locally  but  by  the  number  of 
patients  referred  to  other  centres.  To  help  with  this  very  desirabi 
transfer  a Car  Service  was  introduced  into  the  present  Ambulance 
Transport  Scheme.  The  patients  carried  by  the  Ambulance  Service  fal 
intc  two  categories s those  who  need  ambulance  transport  and  those  wh 
need  transport.  Many  of  the  journeys  to  Sheffield  and  Leeds  fall 
into  this  latter  category,  that  is  to  say  patients  who  are  not  quite 
fit  enough  to  travel  by  public  transport  and  therefore  require 
transportation.  An  example  of  such  cases  is  individuals  ti^avelling 
to  the  l^Iinistry  of  Pensions  Centre  at  Sheffield.  Advantages  of  a 
Hospital  Car  Service  consist  of  a reduction  in  the  waiting  time  for 
patients,  the  release  of  ambulance  driver  and  vehicle  for  more  gainfu 
employment, aixlf ill ancial  saving  as  the  Hospital  Car  Service  runs  at 
S^d.  per  mile  as  opposed  to  the  current  5s. 9d.  per  mile  of  the  I 

Ambulance  Transport  Service.  The  Moments  Voluntary  Service  help 
with  the  running  of  the  Car  Service  and  this  constitutes  another  link 
between  voluntary  and  statutory  efforts. 

The  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  expand  in  1966  but  there 
are  grounds  for  thinking  that  the  service  might  fall  short  of  meeting 
all  reasonalle  requirements  and  a suggestion  was  made  that  local 
studies  should  be  undertaken  to  enable  authorities  to  review 
realistically  their  plans.  Fortunately  in  Doncaster  we  have  no  | 

difficulty  in  recruiting  home  helps,  and  it  is  felt  that  no  person 
who  requires  a home  help  is  denied  the  service.  It  is  also  felt 
that  in  some  cases  charges  deter  people  in  genuine  need  and  urgent 
need  of  the  service,  from,  taking  full  advantage  of  it.  The  official! 
view  is  that  this  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue  and  local 
authorities  should  not  hesitate  to  exercise  their  power  to  reduce 
charges  or  to  waive  charges  where  circumstances  warrant.  iliniraum 
charges  were  discontinued  in  Doncaster  in  1961  and  no  one  has  been 
brought  within  the  ambit  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  by  reason  of 
a home  help  charge  being  le^ried  upon  them. 

Under  the  influence  and  stim.ulus  of  the  1959  Mental  Health 
Act,  care  of  the  mentally  disordered  in  the  community  cont.inued  to 
expand.  More  use  began  to  be  made  of  hostels  for  those  recovering 
from  mental  illness,  particularly  those  in  Rotherham  and  Sheffield. 
Work  started  during  the  year  on  the  erection  of  a Junior  Training 
Centre  and  plans  were  made  for  an  Adult  Centre, 

The  Doncaster  and  District  Society  for  Mentally 
Handicapped  Children  made  a most  generous  offer  to  endow  a siun  of 
money  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  a short  stay  hostel  for 
children  an,d  it  is  hoped  that  a satisfactory  scheme  can  be  evolved.

It  is  considered  that  the  Family  Planning  Ser-'/ice 
is  an  essential  aspect  of  family  i'/elfare»  General  education 
on  family  planning  is  a most  important  part  of  health 
education  and  should  feature  in  courses  of  taiks  or  discussions 
arranged  for  parents'  groups.,  mothers  and  cHnics,  and  in 
exhibitions  and  other  forms  of  p'ablicity  in  general*  It  is  a 
day  to  day  function  of  health  visitors^  midwives  and  social 
workers  to  advise  those  #10  may  require  this  type  of  help 
where  and  how  to  get  it* 

An  adequate  family  planning  services  fuJlLy  integrated 
with  other  community  servicess  will  help  relieve  the  burdens 
placed  on  other  local  authority  ser^/ices.  Such  burdens  arise 
from  physical  and  mental  ill  health  which  may  frequently  follow 
lack  of  knowledge  and  advice  on  family  planni'ng  matters* 

All  local  authorities  were  asked  during  the  year  to 
make  arrangements,  via  an  agency  or  directly , for  family- 
planning  advice  and  treatment  to  be  available  for  the  benefit 
of  women  in  v/hom  pregnancy  would  be  detrimental  to  their  health. 
Consultations,  advice  and  supplies  should  be  available  to  such 
women  in  these  circumstances  free  of  charge.  In  keeping  with 
current  practice  the  types  of  illnesses  which  may  be 
detrimental  should  now  be  far  more  liberally  drawn  than 
heretofore.  Socially  inadecuate  and  problem,  families  should 
also  be  included  in  the  free  service  group.  Very  often  the 
women  from  such  groups  have  too  many  children,  too  quickly, 
and  there  are  other  general  problems.  Limitation  of  the 
family  would  result  in  the  long  term  in  relieving  the  burdens 
placed  on  other  local  health  authori-ty  services.  In  Doncaster 
the  Family  Planning  Service  is  conducted  by  the  local  branch 
of  the  Family  Planning  Association.  To  he.lp  further 
co-operation  between  this  Association  and  the  local  authority, 
several  steps  were  recommended  including  local  authority 
representation  on  the  Family  Planning  Association,  the 
pro-vision  of  local  authority  accommodation  free  of  charge 
to  the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  ].ocal  authority 
assistance  with  publicity  matters,  I am  happy  to  say  that 
these  measures  were  put  into  effect  and  continued  close 
liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Association  at  all  levels. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Education  Branch  of  the 
British  Temperance  Society  allied  -with  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventists,  v/ho  specialise  in  health  education  of  the  type 
connected  -with  campaigns  to  .stop  smoking,  he,lped  to  conduct 
an  anti-smoking  clinic  at  Chequer  Road. 

Wot  ices  advertising  this  clinic  appea,red  in  the 
local  press  inviting  people  to  apply  to  attend  the  course. 
Seventy  people  registered  to  attend  the  first-  night  of  the 
five  day  course  but  only  49  turned  up.  Even  this  nura.ber 
had  dropped  considerably  by  the  end  of  the  week.  We'vertheless 
by  that  time  some  30  indi-viduals  were  stij.l  attending  and 
professed  that  so  far  they  had  managed  to  do  without  a 
cigarette  for  five  days.  Six  weeks  later  a re-ionion  was  held 
and  it  was  very  encouraging  to  learn  that  I6  people  were  still 
not  smoking. 
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The  cytology  clinics  which  had  started  at  the  end  of 
1965  expanded  rapidly  in  1966  and  four  general  practitioners 
in  addition  to  local  authority  doctors  held  cytology  clinics 
at  Chequer  Road  Clinic. 

There  are  one  or  two  points  of  general  interest  which 
should  be  recorded  here.  For  instance  a 40-hour  week  came  into 

effect  in  January  I966.  This  resulted  in  having  to  appoint 

additional  staff  in  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Ambulance 
Service.  To  obviate  doing  this  in  the  Cleansing  Section  the 
men  continued  to  work  a 42-hour  week  as  recommended  by  the 
Management  Side,  the  two  hours  were  therefore  regarded  as  overtime. 

Another  instance  is  that  this  was  the  year  in  which 
the  purchase  of  vehicles  was  discontinued  and  they  were  leased 
from  a Finance  Company.  This  applied  to  both  ambulance  and 
cleansing  department  vehicles. 

During  I966  land  at  the  rear  of  the  Ambulance  Station 
previously  earmarked  for  a clinic,  was  leased  to  the  Regional 
Board  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  doctors’  residences. 

The  environmental  health  of  the  community  is  as 
impo2rtant  today  as  ever  it  was  and  demands  continued  vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  officers  charged  with  this  important  function. 

One  of  the  continuing  environmental  hazards  is  dirty 
smoky  air.  And  so  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  1966  the 
No.  8 Smoke  Control  Area  was  brought  into  operation.  As  this 
area  contained  a number  of  large  houses  occupied  by  elderly 
people  either  living  alone  or  with  another  elderly  relative,  it 
proved  a hardship  for  such  people  to  meet  even  their  own 
contribution  after  the  7/lOth  assistance  from  the  State. 

However,  imder  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  all  cases  who 
made  application  for  financial  assistance  were  granted  help  in 
meeting  their  share  of  the  cost.  By  the  middle  of  the  year 
Smoke  Control  Area  No.  9^  Bessacarr  area,  was  being  planned. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reported  that  rapid 
technological  changes  had  taken  place  in  the  Gas  Industry  with 
the  result  that  there  would  not  be  any  increase  in  supplies  of 
solid  fuel  from  this  source  and  that  the  quantity  of  gas  coke 
would  continue  to  diminish. 

During  1966  deposit  gauges  as  a method  of  estimating 
impurities  in  the  air  were  replaced  by  volumetric  apparatus, 
and  a further  monitoring  operation  was  established  at  Cantley. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Statistical  Section,  the 
water  supply  was  a good  potable  one,  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
qixantity  and  bacteriologically  inocuous  throughout  1966  and  of 
an  acceptable  chemical  composition  including  no  plumbo-solvency  - 
v;ith  one  major  drawback  - viz.  the  low  natural  fluoride  content. 

In  spite  of  incontravertible  evidence  to  the  good  effect  of 
fluoridation  of  water,  this  measure  has  not  yet  been  adopted  in 
Doncaster. 

The  need  for  improvement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Balby  is  beginning  to  make  itself  felt  and  the  plans  to 
re-design  and  re-construct  the  works  are  required  as  soon  as 
possible. 
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Housing 


Housing  and  health  are  indissolubly  linked  and  during 
1966  the  programme  for  repairing  houses  and  for  closing  or 
demolishing  those  unfit  for  habitation  continued  unabated.

It  is  not  only  however  the  visible  contaminants  that 
concern  the  Inspectors  but  the  bacteriological  standards  as 
well  ~ hence  their  insistence  on  the  terms  of  the  Clean  Food 
Regulations* 

The  possible  contamination  of  food  by  toxic 
chemicals  is  also  of  concern*  Last  year  the  department 
agreed  to  take  part  in  ,a  scheme  under  the  aegis  of  the 
Association  of  Municipal  Corporations  and  the  County  Councils 
Association  to  investigate  the  extent  of  contamination  of 
foodstuffs  by  toxic  chemicals  by  carrying  out  systematic 
sampling.  The  scheme  of  samplirjg  which  was  embarked  upon  has 
been  prepared  with  the  advice  of  the  statistical  branch  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  country 
was  zoned  to  avoid  overlap  and  missing  particular  articles. 

The  food  to  be  sampled  was  divided  into  six  major  groups 
according  to  the  Ifeistry^s  standard  classification  of  products 
and  each  group  was  sub-divided  into  major  items  and  sub-items. 

The  year  was  also  divided  into  three  periods  and  a number  of 
samples  on  a statistical  basis  allocated  to  each  zone. 

Doncaster  sampled  their  quota  on  the  5th  September  and  it 
consisted  of  milk,  apples,  dried  fruit,  infant  food  (milk  based) . 

The  actual  composition  of  food  also  calls  for 
investigation  and  supervision,  and  a sample  of  buttermints  was 
taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  contain  .09/^  total  fat 
instead  of  the  1+%  butter  fat.  The  sweets  which  had  been 
described  as  buttermints  could  not  be  so  described  and  this 
proved  a contravention  of  regulations® 

To  conclude  this  brief  review  of  some  of  the  duties 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  I draw  attention  tc  txTO  other 
aspects  of  the  work. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Amendment  Regulations  came  into 
force  in  1966.  They  are  designed  to  pro’d.de  further  measures 
to  bring  about  full  inspection  of  all  home  killed  meat  before 
it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse.  This  however  has  always  been 
the  practice  of  this  axibhority  for  a very  long  time  now. 

The  Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles  Regulations  also 
came  into  force  in  I966  which  placed  the  onus  on  us  to  see  that 
stalls  and  vans  were  maintained  in  a condition  suitable  for  food. 
Markets  are  held  in  Doncaster  on  three  days  per  week  and  these 
are  regularly  inspected  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard 
is  maintained. 

Under  the  Doncaster  Corporation  Act  1950>  Section  100 
authority  is  given  to  register  hawkers  of  foods  and  their 
premises.  This  is  primarily  aimed  at  ensuring  that  the  food 
vendors  who  attend  the  race  meetings,  fairs,  etc.  are  Icnown  to 
the  department  so  as  to  bring  them  under  supervision. 


Another  important  duty  carried  out  meticulously  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  is  lookirjg  after  the  quality 
and  cleanliness  of  the  food  and  drink  displayed  for  consumption. 
As  is  unfortunately  usual,  1966  was  marked  by  a number  of 
nrosecutions  by  reason  of  foreign  bodies  or  mould  being  found 
in  food,  one  such  case  being  a piece  of  string  found  in  a tin 
of  corned  beef  and  another  being  mouldy  sausage  rolls. 
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Refuse  collection  has  always  been  arduous  work  carried 
out  sometimes  in  very  inclement  weather*  It  yet  constitutes  an 
important  part  of  our  present  day  mode  of  living.  Consequently 
the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  for  the  collectors  was 
generally  supported.  After  some  initial  difficulties,  vdiich 
included  a sessation  of  work,  the  scheme  was  successfuly 
launched  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  negotiations  were  continued  for  the 
provision  of  some  improved  depot  conditions  for  collectors  in 
the  way  of  drying  facilities,  toilets,  showers,  lockers  and  a 
mess  room  which  had  been  postponed  from  the  previous  year  by 
virtue  of  the  riational  restrictions  on  expenditure. 

Disposal  of  refuse  in  Doncaster  has  been  by  controlled 
tipping  for  many  years  but  in  the  early  part  of  1966 
representatives  of  the  Market  Department  who  have  a large  amount 
of  wet  waste  for  disposal  met  the  Health  Committee  with  a view 
to  considering  incineration  as  a method  of  refuse  disposal. 

The  Committee  considered  the  possible  use  of  a gas  incinerator 
at  the  Borough  Health  Department  for  market  refuse  and  it  was 
recommended  that  the  Market  Committee  be  informed  that  the 
Health  Committee  do  not  wish  to  take  part  in  this  scheme  and  a 
copy  of  the  Medical  Officer's  report,  on  the  matter  be  sent  to 
that  Committee. 

Market  refuse  has  been  cleared  by  the  Highways  and 
Health  Departments  for  many  years  at  various  times  each  week. 
Originally  the  Health  Department  cleared  only  small  loads  from 
the  market  hall  but  in  1954  the  bulk  container  method  was  adopted 
in  Doncaster  and  the  work  gradually  increased  until  now  power 
pressed  loads  are  removed  each  week.  This  represents  up  to 
315  bulk  containers  of  1^  cubic  yards  capacity  each.  The  refuse 
does  not  include  fish  offal.  In  addition  23  bins  worth  of 
refuse  was  cleared  from  the  fruit  market  three  times  a week* 

All  the  market  refuse,  including  fish  offal,  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping. 

Controlled  tipping  is  the  cheapest  form  of  refuse 
disposal  and  properly  conducted  there  are  no  public  health 
hazards.  In  addition  it  results  in  the  reclamation  of  land. 
Cookings  Tip  was  first  used  in  1953  when  it  was  e:5qDected  that  it 
v/ould  accommodate  all  the  town^s  refuse  for  approximately 
30  years.  Approximately  one  third  of  this  tip  has  now  been 
filled.  If  incineration  were  to  be  used  heavy  capital  costs 
would  be  incurred.  A smaller  type  of  incinerator  was  envisaged 
by  the  Market  Committee.  The  provision  of  such  an  incinerator 
would  certainly  have  relieved  the  refuse  collection  section  of  a 
large  amount  of  work.  The  siting  of  an  incinerator  would 
however  create  a problem  as  near  the  market,  would  be  fundamentally 
the  wrong  position.  The  problem  of  effluent  and  clinker  disposal 
must  also  be  borne  in  mind.  The  Borough  Engineer  also 
contributed  to  the  information  recommending  the  continuation  of 
controlled  tipping  but  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  other 
methods  of  disposal  such  as  dumping  in  the  sea  and  to  composting. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  no  decision  had  been  reached. 
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I wish  to  accord  my  appreciation  for  the  Health 
Department’s  move  to  new  office  accommodation  and  the  much 
improved  xirorking  conditions.  Overcrowding,  which  had 
existed  for  so  many  years,  came  to  an  end,  and  the  move  was 
welcomed  by  the  majority  of  the  staff. 

The  public’s  'health  is  the  concern  of  many 
individuals  in  many  walks  of  life  and  continues  to  be  very 
much  a team  effort.  For  their  contribution  to  this  work 
and  their  information  for  this  report  I am  indebted  to  the 
Borough  Architect,  Mr.  Tucker,  and  his  staff  and  the 
Borough  Engineer,  Mr,  Greaves,  and  his  staff.  For  help 
with  the  personal  help  services  I am  grateful  for  the 
assistance  and  collaboration  from  Mr.  Ward,  the  Civic 
Welfare  Officer,  and  Mr.  Willerton,  the  Children’s  Officer. 

There  are  many  not  in  the  Borough's  establishment 
who  also  contribute  significantly  to  our  work,  amongst  whom 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Martin  Cawley,  the  Engineer  and  Ifenager 
of  the  Doncaster  and  District  Water  Board,  to  Mr.  H.  Childs, 
the  Public  Analyst,  and  tb  Dr,  Gillespie,  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Sheffield. 

Finally,  it  remains  for  me  to  say  once  again  how 
indebted  I am  to  the  help  and  encouragement  given  by  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  how 
loyally  and  hard  the  staff  have  worked  throughout  the 
course  of  the  year.

The  Hospitals  in  the  Borough  are : 

(1)  Doncaster  Royal  Inf  innary,  Thome  Road,  is  in  the  stages  of 
development  into  an  800-bedded  District  General  Hospital. 

(2)  V'Jestern  Hospital,  Springwell  Lane,  is  a joint  user 
institution  but  the  Part  III  beds  are  being  gradually  rim 
down  as  alternative  accpmmodation  is  built  by  the  Local 
Authorities  concerned.  On  the  hospital  side  there  are  235 
beds  which  when  the  development  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  is 
complete,  will  be  used  for  long-stay  geriatric  and 
psychiatric  cases. 

(3)  Hamilton  Lodge  I4aternity  Home.  Carr  House  Road,  of  14  beds. 

(4)  Tickhill  Road  Hospital  has  a total  of  203  beds  for  geriatrics, 
infectious  diseases  and  chest  cases. 

(5)  St.  Catherine »s  Hospital.  Tickhill  Road,  caters  for  the 
subnormal,  with  a bed  complement  of  520. 


The  following  hospitals,  although  situated  outside  the 
Borough,  are  administered  by  the  Doncaster  Hospital  Management  Committee.
